INTRODUCTION 


When  Mr.  Temple  commenced  to  gather  his  unrivaled  collection 
of  glass  early  in  1900,  comparatively  little  data  had  been  gathered 
about  the  Early  Glass  Works  in  America,  and  very  little  general  in- 
terest was  then  shown  in  the  early  products  of  America.  But  his  keen 
eve  for  good  form  and  color  and  a  natural  instinct  for  collecting  de- 
veloped as  time  advanced,  and  fine  specimens  with  true  analogy  to  one 
another  came  to  light,  demonstrating  to  Mr.  Temple  the  fact,  now 
generally  known,  that  the  production  of  beautiful  and  unique  Glass 
had  been  on  an  extensive  scale  in  this  country. 

Glancing  over  the  collection,  there  are  several  interesting  main 
facts  that  can  be  observed,  and  one,  next  to  that  of  their  positive 
charm,  is  especially  striking,  the  substantial  and  eminently  practical 
nature  of  these  old-fashioned  household  gods ;  for  many,  made  orig- 
inally to  be  used  in  farmhouse  kitchens,  put  the  blush  of  shame  to 
the  unlovely,  ill-proportioned,  colorless  utensils  of  to-day,  which,  with 
mass  production  and  taste,  should  easily  outstrip  those  of  the  past. 
Still  the  accidents  of  pot  and  kettle,  humanly  not  mechanically  han- 
dled, did  undoubtedly  give  some  rare  colors  to  the  glass.  This  sub- 
stantial, Avithal  graceful  quality,  is  perhaps  the  very  keynote  of  the 
craft  in  America,  and  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  survival  of  so  many 
fine  specimens  without  even  a  rim  chip. 

Glass  work  holds  the  honor  of  being  the  first  industrial  under- 
taking in  North  America.  The  first  works  Avere  established  in  James- 
town, Virginia,  in  1652,  to  make  glass  beads  for  the  Indians.  Several 
specimens  of  these  beads  are  shown  in  the  collection  from  these  works. 
From  1652  on,  small  works  operated  over  the  East  in  a  somewhat 
casual  way,  until  the  advent  of  Wistar  and  Stiegel  about  the  middle 
of  the  XVIII  century,  but  after  that  time  the  infant  craft  grew 
steadily  to  manhood. 

The  most  salient  feature  of  the  collection  is  the  fine  and  unique 
gathering  of  glass  made  b}^  Wilhelm  Stiegel,  the  outstanding  genius 
and  inspirer  of  this  fictile  art  in  America.  He  must  have  been  a  man 
of  generous  instincts,  for  his  work  is  always  beautifully  fashioned  and 
bears  the  flavor  of  unrivaled  craftsmanship.  His  sense  of  color,  too, 
in  splendid  fulness,  always  accompanies  his  fine  forms.  The  superb 
large  sapphire-blue  covered  vase  exemplifies  all  these  serious  qualities, 
and  his  enameled  glass,  here  shown,  proves  a  versatile  decorative 


sense  of  higli  order,  with  nothing  paltry,  but  with  everything  having 
a  definite  purpose. 

Among  the  other  well-known  glass  factories  represented  by  fine 
examples  in  the  collection  are  the  Wistarberg  Glassworks  of  Wistar 
already  spoken  of,  the  Kensington  of  Philadelphia,  established  in 
1771;  the  Whitney,  New  Jersey,  1775;  the  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
1790;  the  Pitkin  of  Connecticut,  1783 ;  the  Pittsburgh,  1809;  Boston 
and  Sandwich,  1825;  Waterford  and  Millville,  New  Jersey,  about  1800. 

The  exceedingly  high  average  merit  and  the  riot  of  ver}-  beautiful 
colors,  sapphire-blue,  ruby,  amethyst,  and  amber  of  all  conceivable 
shades,  to  be  found  in  the  examples  on  view,  precludes  the  possibility 
of  reference  to  individual  items. 

There  is  also  a  group  of  rare  early  American  Glass  Perfume 
Bottles  and  Flasks,  now  so  dear  to  remembering  hearts,  that  w^ill 
excite  the  interest  of  the  collectors.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  ofiferetl,  or  Avhich  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall 
be  given  immediatelv  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a 
card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased mav  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

y.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buver,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
Immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  Avarehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  pither  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to 
re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the 
buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses 
sustained  in  so  doing. 

VIII.  Shipping:  Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business  in  which 
the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  but  the  Association  will,  however,  afford  to  pur- 
chasers every  facility  for  employing  at  current  and  reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers; 
doing  so,  however,  without  any  assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and 
charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

IX.  Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  '"as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that 
any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  niay  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become 
responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  Records:  The  records  of  the  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  bv  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shalf  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  chartre  or  commission.  Anv  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  onlv  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be 'so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copy- 
ing the  necessary  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association. 

These  conditions  of  sale  cannot  be  altered  except  by  the  auctioneer  or  by  an  officer 
of  the  Association.
